Wit 
a team it is often necessary to start farm 
work before the soil is. sufficiently conditioned 
to give the best tilth. Probably the ideal 

wer system on the average farm is a com- 
ination of horse and tractor. In most dis- 
tricts now tractors can be hired at a reason- 
able figure, and those who desire to have 
their own implements can buy them on 
economic terms from most reputable salesmen. 
In many counties groups of farmers combine 
to ig ase threshing sets costing up to £800 
and £1,000, and the system works well and 
could easily be applied to the purchase of 
many other machines .and implements. 
Government loans are also available for the 
hetter equipment of farms.

THE PLOTHOLDER 


The aim of the plotholder is necessarily 
different from that of the farmer, and most 
of his work will be devoted to providing 
sufficient food for himself and his dependents, 
and rarely will he have a marketable surplus, 
though in the cities there are chances of 
making substantial sales occasionally. There 
is also for the man who cares to specialise in 
one crop quite a good income to be made 

iven the necessary skill and enthusiasm. 

lready the prices of all vegetables have 
e up substantially, and there is little 
foubt that this will be the general trend for 
a long time to come. By using their plots 
to the best advantage the holders will be 
able to reduce the cost of living, and provide 
healthy and interesting occupation for unem- 
ployed or leisure hours. In nearly all cities 
where allotment schemes are in force the 
municipal authority provides the plots, and 
application should be made to these in the 
first instance. In some areas loans or grants 
are given to enable the plothalder to make 
the use of his allotment. Applicants for 
plots are given all the information necessary 
on these matters. 


WHAT SHOULD WE GROW? 

The crops to be grown will, of course 
depend u individual taste, but the ma- 
jority of holders’ will grow mainly the vege- 
tables they are accustomed to use in thair 
homés—potatoes, cabbages, parsnips, car- 
rots, onions, turnips, and other similar crops, 


or, perhape, less common vegetables like 
artichokes and celery, or even fruit. 
There is no reason either wh 
plotholders should not keep poultr 
and bees, or even a pig, it all 


depending on what the owner feels interested 
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in and what he is best equipped to do. 


Whatever he decides to produce he has the 

advantage that, in comparison, his plot will 

ery far more than ordinary farm land

PLAN. IT FIRST 


-The first step is to arrange the plot in 
sections so that crops can be rotated, one 
following another in due order so that the 
disease common to a icular crop will not 


free from dirt, and kept under crops practi- 
cally all the year round. If the plotholder 
is in a hurry and digs a patch here and there, 
putting in potatoes and cabhages as the mood 
strikes him the plot will never be successful. 
Square up the ground and let the rows of 
vegetables run right across it rather than in 
rectangular patches. Keep the walk clean 
and straight, and the rows far enough apart 
for easy cultivation and all the rest will come 
easily. Permanent or semi-permanent crops, 
like rhubarb and aspara should not be 
placed where they will interfere with the 
handling of other crops or the cultivation of 
the soil around other crops, and a dump of 
sorts should be provided for green waste 
material so that it can be used subse- 
quently for manure. The tools required 
will consist of spade. shovel, hoe, digging 
fork, rake, an‘. pets, a wheelbarrow : but

As to the motive for the book, it is 
worth while to quote in full the publishers’ 
explanation, which cannot be condensed : 
“Years ago the compiler of this 
anthology found herself marooned: for 
a week in a house where there were 
few prose books of the slightest 


interest—and no poetry whatever. She 
determined then to provide, sooner or 
later, an anthology which would come 
to the rescue of someone finding him- 


self in such a plight.” 


Long Poems. ~ 


It is, indeed, packed with matter: long 
poems, not snippets. There are whole 


scenes from Shakespeare and Webster; 


from Marlowe two monologues. ‘‘ The 


Witch of Atlas,” The Eve of St. Agnes, 
The Aneient Mariner,“ are here in full; 


also Smart’s Song to David,” of which 


most collections include a few stanzas, be- 
ginning with the eighteenth, as if they 
were the whole poem. 

The Browning choice, “In a Year,” is 
a little surprising. We ourselves could 
cheerfully dispense with this inept’ wail, 
but not with Saul.“

Endymion. 


Critical. Taste 
While we applaud, on the whole, the 


generous dimensions of Miss Sitwell's 
selectiveness, we are not prepared to 


accept all of her critical canons all of 


the time—or even some of them some of 
the time. Not the least stimulating 
feature of the book is the urge it pro- 
duces to make lists of omissions. (Where, 
oh where are Racine, Corneille, Gautier?) 

But eight hundred pages are not elastic, 
and the attempt to behave as if they were 
has brilliantly justified itself.

AR away among the forests of the 
Satpura Mountains, in Centra) India, 
dwells the small aboriginal tribe known 
as the Baiga. For years little or nothing 
was known about them except that they

SERIOUS CONSIDERATIONS

culture and otherwise), commerce, finance, 
housing and town planning, transport, archi- 
tecture, engineering geology, mineralogy, 
hygiene and sociology, law, land reclamation, 
coast erosion, afforestation, etc. 

The personnel of the Council should be 
restricted to a number compatible with repre- 
sentative efficiency, and should be largely 
imbued with genuine enthusiasm for patriotic 
labour. They should be men of that type 
willing to work twenty-four hours each day 
and every day until co-ordinated attainment 
of the objective is achieved. 

(2) That a land utilisation survey for the 
whole of Eire should then be prepared. This 
could be achieved in quick time from statistics 
available sufficient to give a general outline 
to be filled in by detailed observations with 
the assistance of school pupils and voluntary 
workers throughout the country.

At all events, 
the evacuation scheme has not been a 
pronounced success. At least half of the 
evacuated children in the northern areas 
have slipped back to their homes, and, 
though the rate of return in the southern 
districts seems to have been slower, the 
signs are that there, too, the children are 
returning. The Government can be 
pardoned some alarm ; for the fact that no 
air raids have occurred so far is no indica- 
tion that they will not occur in the future, 
and the presence of thousands of children 
in a bombed city will throw an appalling 
responsibility upon the defences. It does 
not propose to abandon the scheme, but 
to modify it in accordance with the 
psychology which has been revealed 
during the past few months. Under the 
new conditions the children will not be 
herded against their will into private 
houses in the reception areas”; they 
will be kept in “school parties,” while, 
for those who find sanctuary in private 
houses, a higher allowance will be made. 
Evacuation will not take place until air 
raids actually occur—by which time, no 
doubt, fresh arrangements for the 
children’s transport will have been made. 
It is regrettable that the original scheme 
has failed, and that so much additional 
trouble and confusion must be endured ; 
but needs must. 

The second problem is food. Wisely, the 
British Government set itself without 
delay to stimulate the production of food 
at home and te make arrangements for its 
transport from other countries; but the 
difficulties are many and formidable. So 
far there has been little actual hardship— 
although a ration of quarter of a pound 
of butter and half a pound of bacon in 
the week may not be described as comfort ; 
but the future cannot be faced without 
some degree of anxiety. , Hitherto. the 
great bulk of Britain’s food supplies has 
come from remote countries. As yet the 
Royal Navy retains command of the seas ; 
the menace from the U-boats has been 
reduced to very small proportions—but 
nobody can, or would, deny that the 
national food supply is less than it used 
to be, or ought to be. Months may pass 
before the supply from overseas reaches 
more than a modest fraction of its pre-war 
level, since, as a Government spokesman 
explained in the last few days, far more 
ships must be employed now than were 
employed in the past to carry the same 
quantity of goods. Much, again, has been | 
done to stimulate the farmers of Great 
Britain. They have been offered various 
inducements to grow more crops, to turn 
their grass land into land for the growing 
of vegetables, and to break derelict land 
for the plough. In substantial measure, 
they have responded to this appeal; but 
the Ministry of Food remains unsatisfied. 
The farmers also are unsatisfied. During 
the first few months of the war there was 
a woeful scarcity of feeding-stuffs for 
animals, with the result that thousands 
of pigs—in Northern Ireland as in Great 
Britain—have had to be killed, and the 
prospects for this autumn’s supply of 
poultry is by no means satisfactory. 
Conditions have improved of late, but as 
yet they are very far from perfect, and 
in certain areas there still is a notable 
shortage. Much can be done, and is being 
done, for the restoration of normal food 
supplies in Great Britain—not only by the 
encouragement of the farmc-s, but also by 
the establishment of allotments and other 
‘‘ exotic forms of cultivation. Neverthe- 
less, the supply cannot be brought up to 
normal by ordinary means, and a 
magnificent opportunity is afforded for 
farmers at a safe distance from Great 
Britain. Ireland never has been among

Vegetarian Fridays 


There still are good fish in the sea, but, 
so far as. this country is concerned, they 
seem likely to remain there, and the 
majority of the population is confronted 
with tke prospect of vegetarian Fridays. 
On Thursday, while the Irish Sea 
Fisheries’ Association was proclaiming 
loudly that there were “ ample supplies 
of the usual varieties of home-landed fish 
available this week at reasonable prices,” 
various public bodies were complaining 
bitterly of the shortage of fish and the 
prices that they had to pay for such as 
they got. Last week contained two days 
of abstinence, but neither the patients nor 
the staffs in the Dublin and County 
Mental Hospitals had fish on either day ; 
and, although fish was procured for 
yesterday's dinners, it cost a shilling a 
pound—a fact which sent a shudder 
through all the joints of the Joint 
Committee at its weekly meeting. At the 
meeting of the Dublin Board of Assistance. 
Mr. Holland declared that the prohibitive 
prices demanded had resulted in people 
going off fish as a food, and added that 
this change in dietary “ had caused a lot 
of unemployment in the trade.’’ To judge 
by the difficulty experienced in obtaining 
fish at any time, the average consumer 
might be pardoned for believing that there 
hardly were enough persons in the trade 
to cause “ a lot of unemployment,’’ even 
if they all lost their jobs. Mr. Patrick 
Beiton, T.D., has rallied to the vegetarian 
cause by suggesting that colcannon and 
eggs make quite a good substitute for a 
fist. dinner; and, doubtless, he will find a 
great many people to agree with him— 
especially those who do not like fish. The 
proportion of fish-haters among those who 
are compelled to abstain from meat on 
Fridays is surprisingly high, and many 
a friendship has been imperilled when + 
buddy whose menu was unshackled 
became lyrical about the harvest of the 
sea. Fish-haters and fish-lovers alike, 
however, must face the prospect of a 
continued shortage; to the bungling and 
stupidity that caused the shortage before 
the war now will be added the excuse of 
the conflict. In the circumstances, it 
seems to us that the colcannon and 
eggs idea should be developed. Properly 
made, colcannon can be quite appetising— 
though we hasten to admit that it is not 
everybody's dish—and, possibly, it is the 
cheapest substitute for a fish meal that can 
be found; but there is no reason why we 
should be restricted to potatoes and 
greens. As the Government has proved 
itself unable to provide the nation with an 
adequate supply of fish, we think that the 
least it should do is to indicate inexpensive 
substitutes. A large body of public 
opinion maintains that, while fish may be 
all right as one item in a skilfully-planned 
menu, it never should be regarded as a 
square meal in itself, and there are many 
vegetarian dishes much more satisfying. 
Of vastly greater benefit to the general 
public than the A, R. P. handbooks recently 
distributed free by the authorities would 
be little booklets telling housewives how 
to utilise potatoes, flour, meal, rice, eggs 
and vegetables as substitutes for the 
missing ‘‘ denizens of the deep. We 
would urge the compilers of the volume, 
however, not to bestow aliases upon the 
food—calling,' say, macaroni au gratin | 
“stewed eels, dubbing the mixed nut | 
roast grilled salmon,” or calling the

Dearer Whiskey 
Some people may think that whiskey 


already is 8 expensive. There is 

a possibility. however, that the price mar 
be increased before long. A shortage of 
matured whiskey already prevails. The 
Government and the diskillers are anxious 
to increase exports to the United States 
in order to secure dollar currency, and the 
greater the volume of exports the. more 
acute will be the shortage at home. Stock: 
normally in bond amount to 150,000,000 
gallons of proof spirit—enough to last 
eight or ten years at the present rate of 
consumption—and the distillers like to 
maintain stocks at that level. This no 
longer will be possible; the Cereals Com- 
mittee of the Ministry of Food will allow 
the distillers oniy one-third of the quantity 
of grain they used last year. It is im- 
possible to say what the price of whiskev 
will be as time goes on, but before the last 
war it was 3s. 6d. per bottle. Taxation 
then brought the price up to 12s. 6d. There 
was a further increase in last September's 
Budget, when Sir John Simon raised the 
duty to 825. 6d. per gallon, an advanco 
of 10s. on the previous figure. The reduc- 
tion in the manufacture will be announced 
shortly by the Minister of Food. 


New Evacuation Scheme 


It is expected that facilities for regis- 
tration under the Government’s new 
evacuation scheme will be available until 
the end of next month. It has been decided 
that evacuation of a district will be 
announced: thirty-six hours or so before 
the process begins. Householders who do 
not register their’ children will not cf 
necessity be left out, but there will be no 
organised arrangements for them, and 
they, therefore, will have to take the 
chance of getting their children away. 
The parents are to provide the children 
with food for the day and to send ration 
books and identity cards with them. Post- 
cards on which the children can notify 
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parents of their safe arrival will be dis- 


tributed at reception points. and the 
Ministry of Food will attend to the neces- 
sary redistribution of food and supplies. 
The Government’@' new evaeuation scheme 
comes at a time when there is a movement 
back to London by various organisations, 
business firms and commercial under- 
takings which left the City at the be- 
ginning of the war. Among other bodies 
is the National Farmers’ Union, which is 
returning to its headquarters in Bedford 
square from High Wycombe, where it has 
been since the war began. 


Growing More Food 


The men who. have been manning war 
stations in the South of England ever 
since the war began have turned hundreds 
of isolated plots into gardens with a view 
to growing more food. Samples of the 
soil have been taken, and the opinion of 
expert gardeners has been sought, so that 
the most suitable seeds and plants may be 
sown. Many of the men have become 
keen amateur gardeners and are giving 
lessons to their comrades. Over 1,500,000 
acres of Britain’s common land probably 
will be taken over by the local authorities 
for a similar purpose. Some local authori- 
ties already have taken advantage of tho 

wers given them by Parliament, and 
others will do so 1s time goes on, but 
when the war is ver all the commons 
must be restored to their present con- 
dition. The railways also are helping tho 
campaign for 500.600 new allotments. Ail 
the land beside London transport lines 
will be used exclusively for the growing of 
vegetables.

HE town of Athlone, rich in history, 
has yet not neglected its modern 
side. Its progress in industry of late has 
been great; and its modern buildings have 
now added to them the Ritz Cinema. 
Typifying the trend of modern archi- 
tecture, it is located in an historic spot 
beside the old bridges in Athlone’s very 
centre. 
To build a cinema in this particular position 
was @.problem, particularly on account of its 
ximity to the River The build- 
oe had to be constructed on the filled-in 
banks of the river, and it was, therefore, 
essentiai that the structure, though as light 
as possible, should be extremely strong and 
safe. It was decided to use a new form of 
construction, vibrated. reinforced concrete, 
and the elevations of the building express 
this method of construction. In order to 
overcome the difficulty in the difference of 
levels between the actual ground and the 
main street the building was coustructed on 
piers, and the architect took that oppor- 
tunity to construct underneath the cinema a 
room of equal size, which will later be deve- 
loped for the further entertainment of Athlone 


citizens. 
The modern design is impressive. The glass 
— above the canopy overlooks the 
leony and foyer, and this design is accen- 
tuated at night by horizontal neon strips 
curving up from the bottom of the canopy. 
An unusual feature of the entrance hail is 
the elimination of the balcony foyer, to be 
found in most cinemas, thus allowing for an 
extremely ingenious lighting scheme, and 
giving an immediate sense of height and 
ess. This foyer has a three-colour 
acheme consisting of pale duck-egg blue on 
the ceiling, the walls being beige and pale 
grey, 
On entering the auditorium one admires 
y of colour and artistry of design. 
A novel decorative feature is the carved 
wooden figures over the exit doors beside the 
proscenium, these depicting Dance and Music. 
The lighting scheme incorporates spot-

The provision of an imposing Ritz Cinema 
in Clonmel marks another chaptet in the pro-

The projection room is necessarily a very 
important department of cinema equipment.

THE BUILDING 


Owing to the site, the building is con- 
stru on piers on the filled-in banks of the 
River Shannon, The piers stand on a con- 


tinuous reinforced concrete foundation. The 
main walls are 9” thick, of vibrated rein- 
forced concrete, and contain no piers. The 
balcony is reinforced concrete, carried on a 
steel girder.” The usnal balcony foyer 
is cut out, which gives a good sense of height 
to the entrance foyer, together with a re- 
duction in building costs.

gress of this historic Tipperary town. This 
fine struciure, built on the site of what was 
originally the old R. I. C. barracks, has re- 
tained much of the striking architectural 
craftamanship of long ago, in so far as it was 
possible to incorporate the building of the 
past in the construction of the present modern 
cinema theatre. Credit for this preservation 
is due to the architect, Mr. Michael Scott, 
M. R. I. A. I., and to the general contractors, 
Messrs. Roche, Morrissey and 

Clonmel. The entire work has been executed 
with that excellence of workmanship and 
attention to detail for which this local firm 
has earned a high reputation.
